The small cut or: scratch is not. 
dangerous in itself, but it very ‘often 
leads’ to’ a serious ‘condition. The 
reason for‘this can pe ‘explained ina 
short phere eeleg Jonds: _to infec- 
tion. 

The normal skin is a barrier which 
keeps out infection. When the bar- 
rier-is broken, this affords an oppor- 
tunity for |the admission of germs 
which cause infection and to start the 
serious ‘troubles for which these 
germs canbe responsible. 

The germs which cause’ infection 
are everywhere. . By infection, ‘we 
mean the inflammation, pain and 
swelling that generally progress to 
the formation of pus. 

Years ago, very few operations 
were performed. This was not be- 
cause the surgeons lacked skill, but 
because ‘when they operated, the 
wounds became infected. 


It was Lord Lister who made mod- 


production of Russian wheat. Three 
prairie members - endeavored to 
arouse the interest of Mr. Malcolm, 
minister of trade and commerce, in 
the apparent menace, but the minis- 
ter did not appear to be much im- 
pressed.

country in question. 

The western members produced 
documentary reports to show that 
the collectivized system of agricul- 
‘Iture in Russia now embraces four- 
teen million households and from 
fifty-four to sixty-four per cent of 
the tilled lands. Tractors and other 
machinery are being employed on 
‘a rapidly expanding scale and so 
gigantic is the Russian project that 
if- it is only one-tenth successful, 
Russia will shortly become once 
more a tremendous factor in the 
world’s wheat markets. . 

The Labor News at Washington, 
D.C., states that this year’s harvest 
in the land of thé “Bolshevists will 
be the most historic and suggestive 
in the history of the world, because 
it will represent the first harvest 
reaped under the new collectivized 
‘system imposed by Staiin. 

According to report, while the 
present are sown to wheat ‘in 
Western Russia is twenty-four mil- 
lion acres, the government proposes 
the collective operation of two hun- 
dred million acres. These reports 
may, or may not, be one. hundred 
per gent a ecurate, but, it. is natural}. 
that “representatives of the western 
farmers should tbe greatly disturbed 
by them and that they, should want 
the government to obtain the most 
reliable and fullest information pos- 
sible, , 

If Canada faces the production 
of Russian wheat on the’ gigantic 
scale indicated, it is about time 
that the Canadian government put 
forth every possible effort to secure 
a preference in the British market, 
which is the only large available 
market left. There is a powerful 
movement on foot in the mother 
country looking toward the taxa- 
tion of foreign foodstuffs with pref- 
erences for Canadian foodstuffs and 
other Empire foodstuffs. Nothing is 
clearer than that the future prosper- 
ity of the Canadian farmer is: funda- 
mentally bound up with the possibil- 
ities mf imperial economic unity.— 
Ottawa Journal. . 


practical means of keeping the germs 
out of wounds, and thus rewoving the 
risk of infection from operations. 


Wound infections do not wccur in 
hospitals today because of the meth- 
ods used to keep germs out of wounds. 
Before a doctor cuts the skin, he pre- 
pares the surface in such a way as 
to destroy any germs present; he 
wears sterilized gloves for the opera- 
tion, and uses only such instruments 
and accessories as have been steril- 
ized. 


To prevent trouble, the simplest cut 
or scratch should be promptly and 
properly treated. In this way, we can 
prevent the needless suffering and un- 
timely deaths that often occur be- 
cause of the neglect of something 
which appears too trivial to bother 
about. 

There are certain rules we should 
follow and one of these is never to 
put our fingers on a wound. Some 
persons always want to stick their 
fingers into everything, and by 50 
doing, they,.are apt to cause a con- 
siderable amount of trouble. The

Many of the weeds are away to a 
good start in the country districts, 
particularly the winterannuals, which 
started last fall, and also many an- 
nuals that sprouted early this spring 
due to the melting snow and spring 
showers. There will be many more 
weeds to contend with this year be- 
‘eause last summer was so dry that 
many of.the seeds remained.on the 
surface of the summerfallow and did 
not grow as they would do in normal 
seasons. These seeds are all growing 
among the grain on our stummerfal- 
low fields. Some farmers had 
enough foresight to use a rod weeder 
before seeding their grain and they. 
also harrowed the grain after it had 
grown to be-two and one half to 
three inches high. In this way they 
klll the. small weed plants, resulting 
from unsprouted seeds last. sum- 


| NO LONG 


mer. This leaves more moisture and 
accumulated nitrates in the growing 
crop this year. Since the present sea- 
son has been so dry these farmers 
have been wise. 


Summerfallowing is to conserve 
moisture and permit the accumula- 
tion of nitrates for plant food. If. we 
have to cultivate by discing to kill 
weeds we are defeating the object of 
summerfallowing hecause every time 
we turn up wet. soil we lose moisture, 
A would.advocate less plowing and 
more cultivation by the stiff-toothed- 
duck-foot-cultivator. and work the 
land a bit deeper each time. This fol- 
lowed by a rod weeder would kill all 
the annual weeds that grow with 
the moisture present in the soil. An- 
other point gained by this method of 
cultivation is this; the land handled 
like this will not blow as badly as 
some of the plowed and disced fields 
did this year and I am sure you will

Kill off the weeds already growing. 
The above method of cultivation is 
advocated where annuals,. or. winter 
annuals infest the soil. When the 
land becomes too hard and baked to 
handle in this way plowing is neces- 
sary but do not plow too often. It is 
dangerous and this year is proof of 
‘that. Such weeds .as Stink-weed, 
Shepherd’s Purse, Mustards and Wild 
Oats may be handled'on most of the 


farms in this district by the above’ 


method. There are many other meth- 
ods of eradication but space will not 
permit their elucidation and another 
thing which is possible with the 


above scheme is this, a crop may be 


grown each year as you are used to 
doing.. Some .of the other methods 
will not permit this. , 
Please remember that to get suc- 
ces with any method we must sow 
clean seed. Here is a point for the 
municipal councils to observe. The 
weed inspector should be appointed 
for the full year so that he can in- 
vestigate how the seed is cleaned and 
treated with either formaldehyde or 
copper-carbonate, and he would also 
be free to look after the weeds at 
threshing time and to see that each 
threshing machine complied with the 
Noxious Weed Act, this would include 
combines. 
Now for perennial) weeds: These 
are more difficult to handle. Peren- 
nial Sow Thistle, Canada Thistle and 
Blue Lettuce are the most difficult 
to control. Many ideas are on foot 
as to how to eradicate these. I would 
advise every! farmer to locate tthe 
patches of these weeds and stake 
them out. Leave them until the 
third or fourth day after the full 
moon in July and plow deeply. Work- 
this plow area with a disc to cut the 
roots up and work them to the sur- 
face. Then leave it until the 14th to 
the 16th of August and plow these 
patches again. This time leaving the 
rough surface exposed to the ele- 
ments all winter. This method ap- 
plies to land that is to be summer- 
fallowed... When land is badly infect- 
ed with weeds no stubbting~ should 
be done. When following out this 
idea do not allow the plants to go to 
seed and blow all over the country. 
Rather plpuck off the blossoms and 
burn them if they come into flower 
before the time to plow. 
I should like the farmers of each 
municipality to put on a weed week 
when they would clean up around 
their fences and back yard lots, also 
along the road allowances bordering 
their land. What is more disgusting 
to the travellers’ or tourists to see a 
field well cultivated and black, but a 
strip along the headlands and border- 
ing road allowances covered with

PROPOSAL REJECTED 


Calgary, June 16. — .A resolution 
suggesting the introduction of a 
compulsory * wheat pool in Alberta 
was turned down by an. overwhelm- 
ing majority at the meeting of pool. 
delegates from all parts of the pro- 
vince in the Palliser hotel on Sat- 
urday morning, 


This suggestion which is an echo of 
the. question which was discussed 


some months ago, was introduced by 
a delegate to the meeting from Wew- 
berry pool branch, and the vote cf 
the meeting was almost unai}mously 
in opposition. 

The policy of the directors of tho 
board in restricting elevator build- 
ing during the coming season: was 
endorsed by the delegates on Friday 
afternoon. New elevators will be 
built this year, it was announced 
only at points along new railway 
lines where crop conditions warrant 
great facilities for handling grain 
and at a few points where the exist- 
ing storage space has been found too 
inadequate. 

A review of the pool’s operations 
during the past year and a survey 
of present conditions affecting wheat 
‘|marketing were presented by George 
MclIvor, general sales manager of 
the pool. ‘ 

The pool is in a sound position, 
Mr. MclIvor asserted, pointing out 
that the conditions prevailing during 
the past winter could be attributed 
almost solely to the reduced import- 
ation of wheat last year by a number 
of European countries.
